Column Detachment) under FANG Ke- 
ahen fought 700 Communists at Lopupa* north of Ltmgchuan (97-55* 24-20) 
on 12 February # As a result, the Camrmmista re-oceupiecl Lungchuan and 
the guerrillas suffered heavy casualties and lost 100 rifles* 


Guerrilla activities reported in Kiangsn and Chekiang include the followings

Soochow Garrison Battalion, Five Comraunists were killed. 

b* Troops of General WO Shu- 11 n of the 27 CD of the China People * s Anti- 

Communist and National Salvation Amy on 1 February attacked Llnkuan, 
east of Yungchla (120-38, 28-01)* They killed 16 Comuni sts and captured 
two. The same troops, sailing close to Fengixuang Island, east of Juian 
(120-38,, 27-49), on 3 March encountered six Communist vessel a and killed 
over 40 Comraunists, About 137 men of the same unit on 16 March met the 
Communist 33 CHINHUA off the mouth of the Oil River (120- , 28~* ). 

They captured the vessel and killed 14 Communists. 

c* Communist anti-guerrilla tactics of encirclement , pursuit, and positional 
attacks proved unsuccessful, against guerillas in Chekiang* The Communists 
therefore changed their positional approach to complete control of the 
area, countering guerrilla scattered group tactics with similar means.
